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1. Applicant's election, without traverse, of the Group II 
invention [Cls. 17-34] in Paper dated 6/27/05 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-16 are withdrawn from further consideration by the 
examiner, pursuant 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non- 
elected invention. 

2. The specification is objected to for the following reasons: 

a) on Page 8, line 1, should "422" instead be -228--? 

3. The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1.71(a) -(c): 

(a) The specification must include a written description of the invention 
or discovery and of the manner and process of making and using the same, 
and is required to be in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art or science to which the invention or 
discovery appertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same. 

(b) The specification must set forth the precise invention for which a 
patent is solicited, in such manner as to distinguish it from other 
inventions and from what is old. It must describe completely a specific 
embodiment of the process, machine, manufacture, composition of matter or 
improvement invented, and must explain the mode of operation or principle 
whenever applicable. The best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention must be set forth. 

(C) In the case of an improvement, the specification must particularly 
point out the part or parts of the process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter to which the improvement relates, and the description 
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should be confined to the specific improvement and to such parts as 
necessarily cooperate with it or as may be necessary to a complete 
understanding or description of it. 

The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71 because 
the subject matter of Cls. 17-34 is not fully disclosed. 

The claims call for the first component of the second pole 
piece to have a width at the head surface which is greater than 
the track width. For example CI. 17, lines 11-12. As shown in 
figure 6B, first component 226 indeed has a width greater than 
the track width, however the last two lines of claim 17 also 
require the second component 228 to simultaneously have a width 
equal to the track width. Since this is only shown in figure 6C 
where the first component has already been milled down to the 
track width, the disclosed text is inconsistent with that shown 
in the drawings. 

4. Claims 17-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph, as directed to subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the invention. See previous paragraph. 
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5- Claims 18&27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In Claim 18, line 2, is the word --than-- missing after the 
word "less"? 

The following phrases lack clear antecedent basis within 
the claim ( claims ) ; i.e. either the particularly recited passage 
fails to be properly introduced prior to its appearance at that 
point in the claim or the structure recited in the passage is 
not an inherent part of or component of other previously recited 
structure : "the first pole tip cap" (CI. 27, line 2). 

An exhaustive search of indefinite and/or ambiguous 
language has not been attempted, but only exemplified in the 
preceding paragraphs. Therefore the applicant is responsible for 
a thorough review of all the claims to make corrections as 
appropriate .

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented 
or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more 
than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an * 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 



7. Claims 17-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (e) as being 
anticipated by Sasaki. 

See Figs. 24A&B and 27. To the extent claimed and 
understood, the structure as shown in Addendum A reads on and 
performs to the same degree as claimed. 

Note that the first component has a ZTH (noted in figure 24A 
and Addendum A as *TH' ) which is less the height of the pedestal 
(blue section lines in Addendum A) . 
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8 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Okai shows a staircase pole tip in figure 4. 

9. For a complete response applicant should identify how the 
claimed structure of his invention defines over all the art of 
record. 

Moreover, where the applicant disagrees with the reasoning 
and/or application of the prior art on critical points of the 
claims, they should identify how the claimed structure of their 
invention defines over all the art of record not just the 
applied art. 

Where applicant believes that the art is redundant and/or 
superfluous relative to the critical aspects of the claimed 
invention the applicant may simply state so in rebuttal summary.
